EDITORIAL COMMENT 


UNDESERVED PRAISE 


I 


T IS flatterng to the vaniity of an individual 


to be praised for virtues that in their secret 


hearts they realize that they do not possess. Tlie 
same thing may be said of a community, for a 
community is but a collection of individuals. 
This comment is occasioned by reading the fol- 
lowing in a recent issue of the Winnemucca Sil- 
ver State: 


The unity of purpose which has mani- 


fested the promotion work of the city of 
Reno may well be taken as an example by 
many other towns in the State. As a rule 
it can be said that there political differences 
and commercial oppositions have had no 
place in the general and united effort to 
boost the town. 


This is certainly nice of the Winnemucca 


editor, and on first thought we were inclined to 
accept this tribute, however undeserved it might 
be because it was an offering on the altar of our 
vanity—always an acceptable gift if our con- 
sciences do not rebel. 


The conditions described by our Winnemuc- 


ca contemporary are ideal conditions and the 
ideal conditions are rarely met with, and cer- 
tainly they do not prevail in Reno. We do not 
say this in carping criticism. Beyond question 
'fli('s city possesses many progressive citizcnd 
who are fully alive to the opportunities for in- 
vestment and improvement afforded 
by the 


natural situation of Reno to the State. 
But 


that there exists am thing in the shape of a 
"unity of purpose in the promotion work of the 
city," we must regretfully hesitate to accept as 
a fact. 


It is true that Reno lias the reputation of 


wanting to "hog everything in sight," especially 
in the matter of appropriation at the legislature 
and is accused of wanting the Capitol, State 
prison and Orphan as\lum, but in reality such 
beliefs have a basis only in the imagination. 
The truth is that Reno does not half rise to her 
opportunities and her advantages, and candor 
compels the confession that we are receiving 
credit in many instances for civic enterprise 
that we do not, in fact, possess. 


Afore true would it be to sav that Reno 


placidly accepts the gifts that are showered upon 
her — that are hers by reason of her commanding 
position as a distributing point. 
But as the 


Journal has many times pointed out, there exists 
no central organization for "boosting" pur- 
poses. If such an organisation were in existence 
and properly handled. Reno would have 20,000 
people within the next three years. 
We may 


have them anyway, but from present indications, 
it will be through no "unity of purpose in pro- 
motion work."
